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Q (57) Abstract: The invention is directed towards a method of enriching a population of cells in those cells that produce an antibody 
^ which recognises an antigen of interest. In paiticular, an untagged antigen is used in conjunction with a polyclonal antibody to isolate 
cells recognizing said antigen. 
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
